Third Round Report 



Sheffield Wednesday 2-0 Southend United 
McClements 62, 86 _ 

Dave McClements* second-half double-strike gave the Owls a 
fully-deserved 2-0 win to take them into the fourth round of the 
FA Youth Cup. 

Wednesday's five-man midfield dominated possession 
throughout the 90 minutes but they had rarely threatened the 
Southend goal until McClements took full advantage of a mix-up 
in the United defence just after the hour mark. The Northern 
Irishman chased a lost cause and, when Carl Patten tried to 
shepherd the ball back to Joe Welch, the keeper hesitated, 
allowing McClements to nip between the two and slide a cool 
finish into the empty net. 

The Owls created plenty of opportunities to extend their lead, 
Kyle Jordan glancing a header just over from Richard Jones’ 
cross and Tommy Spurr having a goal disallowed for a push on 
the keeper before he saw a header cleared off the line. 

But McClements completed a satisfactory night’s work for Mark 
Smith's side when Southend failed to clear a free-kick into their 
penalty area. The loose ball came to the midfielder, 15 yards 
out, and he smashed in a low drive to send Wednesday through 
to the last 32.
